N READING through our price list, it will be noticed that we list no Peony for less than $1.00. There are several 
reasons why we cannot handle 50c and 75c roots and make a fair profit. In the first place it takes expert labor to 
divide Peonies and such labor deserves good wages, hence we divide with larger divisions, which decreases the cost 

of labor and gives more satisfactory roots. Then we include in our list only really desirable varieties. It will be noticed 
that very few in the list are rated below 8 and we consider that these few deserve and will in the future receive a higher 
rating. If we wanted to work off undesirable stock we could sell it cheaper in order to get rid of it. But we want our cus- 
tomers to plant Peonies that will give them permanent pleasure and that they will not wish to discard when they come 
to know Peonies better. We believe that our plan of giving good sized divisions of varieties selected for real merit means

HANSINA BRAND AGAIN WINS GRAND PRIZE 


“T came, I saw, I was conquered—thrilled. A mere bystander this 
time I stood on the fringe of the crowd that gathered about the 
twenty-one judges who were picking the 1934 Grand Prize Peony, 
and with almost as much inner emotion as when in 1932 I saw my 
own SOLANGE shifted to the center of the stage, I watched the 
elimination process. I saw them pick up those two wonderful blooms 
of La Lorraine, and oh, what a flower! I joined them in my keen 
admiration as sheer merit and appealing purity forced them to rec- 
ognize the marvelous beauty and glorious formation of the new and 
coming MRS. J. V. EDLUND. I admired with them many other 
startling blooms produced this year under such baffling weather con- 
ditions. But the queen could not be denied her glory for with all 
that grace and charm that last year gave her the crown at the 
Chicago World's Fair, there she stood, a perfect flower, beautiful as 
a dream, strong and sturdy, perfectly formed and fresh as the morn- 
ing, and not a word of protest was heard when the ballots were 
counted and before the official announcement, the whispered word 
swept over the cowd—HANSINA BRAND.

It soon became very noticeable that the plants of 
Edward Flynn were much stronger, had more foliage, the flowers 
were larger and more numerous, and just as beautiful. When the 
variety Edward Flynn is rated by members of the American Peony 
Society, we feel it will rate as well as Philippe Rivoire, or -better.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR PLANTING PEONIES 


If you are ready to plant your Peonies when they arrive, wash 
off all packing material and drop the roots into water. Just before 
planting, remove the labels so the wire will not cut the roots. 
Dig a hole 2 feet in diameter and from 1 to 114 feet deep. Place 
the Peony root in the hole so the eyes on the root are 2 inches 
below the level of the ground. It may be necessary to place more 
soil back into the hole in order not to have the eyes more than 2 
inches below the level of the ground. Be sure the soil is tamped 
down well so it will not settle any more. Hold the division erect 
in the center of the hole, with one hand, with the other draw in 
the soil and pack it firmly about the root so that just the eyes 
show. Give the root a pail of water and then fill in the balance 
of the hole and firm the soil tightly. Just as soon as the Peony 
appears above the ground, begin to cultivate at least twice each 
week until August Ist. By keeping the soil loose during the first 
growing season, there should be no loss. 


Plant Peonies Either in the Spring or Fall 

We know from our long experience with the peony that just as 
good results are obtained by planting roots in the spring as in the 
fall if you plant roots that have been held in proper condition in 
storage through the winter. However, we do believe that these 
dormant roots should be planted just as early in each locality as the 
season permits. Our divisions are large and the majority of them 
will give some bloom this same season if they are planted early.

I had always faithfully disbudded 
this variety, but last year, allowing Nature to take its course, it produc- 
ed so many blooms that the plant was literally covered. No other plant 
bore so many blooms. 


The wonders of Myrtle Gentry have been extolled from one end of 
the country to the other. It had very large flowers last season. 

Ella Christiansen did unusually well. It has wonderful substance and 
the deep pink blooms lasted a long time on the plant. Besides this per- 
fection of bloom it is fragrant and should be more often found in 
plantings 


Mrs. A. M. Brand also bloomed well on young plants. This is a 
beauty and I am looking forward to the time when it really establishes 
itself. The bloom has a fine red line on one or two center petals. I 
have never found this mentioned in any descriptions, and wonder if 
this is O.K. (It is.) 


Mrs. John M. Kleitsch and Blanche King were the last Peonies to 
bloom. I found them in bloom when I returned from the Milwaukee 
show. It would be grand to have the deep rich pink of Blanche King 
any time but to have it late in the season is especially welcome. I like 
the color of Mrs Kleitsch too, as well as its fragrance.

When to Plant 


The Oriental Poppy is best handled during ‘its dor- 
mant season, which usually begins about August 1st. 

We begin to fill our orders at this time and continue 
during the fall months. 

A plant during the dormant season appears dead, 
and you may not be at all pleased when you receive a 
consignment of these roots. But carry out the following 
directions and in a very short time your plants will 
show signs of life. We do not send out Oriental Pop- 
pies in the spring. 


How to Plant 


Dig a hole so deep that the root extends straight 
down its full length with its top two inches below the 
surface. With the root in place, fill the soil about it 
until the hole is one-half full, pack the soil solid about 
the root and then fill the hole full of water and let seep 
entirely away. Then fill hole level full of soil and leave 
some loose pulverized soil on top. Be sure to put 2 to 
3 inches of straw, hay, or peat’ mulch over the top of 
the plants after ground freezes,

We have experimented with the propagation 
of the French Lilac for over twenty years to find 
how to grow it in a practical way on its own 
roots. We have discovered how to do this suc- 
cessfully. Before we were able to do this we 
never had any success with French Lilacs in the 
Minnesota climate. We have never had any 
trouble with our French Lilacs dying out since. 
A French Lilac must be on its own root to do 
well in a severe climate like that of Minnesota. 

Growing an improved Lilac on its own root is 
a slow process. It actually takes us two years 
longer to produce a Lilac of a given grade on 
its own root than it would take to produce the 
same grade on privet. Yet we insist on sending 
out only those Lilacs that will prove satisfactory 


THIS IS IMPORTANT 


Many make the mistake of planting the Lilac 
too shallow. Most shrubs should be planted with 
the crown about 2 inches below the surface. 
Lilacs do much better if planted with the crown 
6 inches below the surface line as illustrated in 
the picture below. 


WHEN TO PLANT YOUR LILACS 


Lilacs can be planted with perfect safety either 
in the spring or in the fall. In the fall we begin 
to send out our plants the latter part of Septem- 
ber, and we continue to make shipments through- 
out the fall months.

FOLLOW THESE DIRECTIONS 
CAREFULLY 

To allow the French Lilac its 
natural spread, the plants should 
be set not less than 8 feet apart. 
Dig a hole as large as a bushel 
basket. Fill back with rich top 
soil mixed with one-third part 
well-rotted cow manure if same 
is obtainable, and tramp down 
firmly until you can place the 
plants on this soil so that when 
roots are spread out naturally, 
the crown will be from 4 to 6 
inches deeper than it was in the 
nursery row. 


Work the soil carefully among 
the roots until the hole is half 
full; then tramp this down un- 
usually hard. Then pour in a 
full pail of water. After this has 
settled away fill the hole with 
loose mellow soil until it is 
rounding full, then tramp light- 
ly. Keep plants well hoed. Where 
planting is done in the fall, place 
a coarse mulch 6 inches deep 
about the bushes the first winter 
to keep ground from heaving.

FERTILIZERS 

A Lilac likes a sweet soil and responds 
wonderfully to applications of lime. Use 
4 quarts of lime to large bush each year 
if you have an acid soil. Otherwise lime 
is unnecessary. All seed houses usually 
carry lime or your County Agent may be 
able to give you this information. Any 
good well-balanced fertilizer can be used 
with good results. 

Heavy applications of well-rotted barn- 
yard manure every year covering the 
ground about the bushes is best.

CONTROL OF PESTS 


PESTS: Oystershell scale and the Lilac borer are about the only énemies of the 
Lilac. For oystershell scale use as a spray either lime-sulphur or an oil spray. Use 
liquid lime-sulphur in preference to dry at the rate of 1 part to 7 parts water, or 
if the oil spray is used, then at the rate of 1 part to 15 parts water. In using the 
oil spray be sure the sprayer is thoroughly cleaned out before putting in the oil. 
Lime-sulphur spray should be applied just as the buds are beginning to show green, 
while the oil spray should be used just before the buds show any green. 

The LILAC BORER is best handled by prevention. If bushes are kept well cul- 
tivated and growing, there is but little borer trouble. Where the borer is at work, 
he may be taken and killed by running a small wire into the hole and twisting it 
around to accomplish this. One can also shoot carbon bisulphide into the furrow 
of the borer with a mcdicine or fountain pen dropper; then plug up the entrance 
with putty or gum, Don’t wait until this destructive worm has destroyed a part of 
your Lilac bush.

The Persian Lilac grown as a hedge also makes a wonderful wind- 
break for city lots in the colder, windier sections of the country. It will

A fine ornamental shrub that can be used in any ornamental planting

the pit is small and the quality is good but a trifle acid with no bitterness.
